ALBANY, N. Y., March 23.—The long 


and bilter struggle over the K lines liquor 
bill is ended. At noon today Governor 
Morton signed the bill. 


With his signature he filed u lengthy 


memorandum, reviewing the defects of 
the present excise law with its many local 
excise boards, and points out why he be- 
lieves the Raines bill will be a benefit to 
all concerned with the liqnor business. 


The governor takes the view that the 


Raines law is constitutional, and does 
not, as expected, make suggestions aa to 
supplemental legislation. 


In concluding his remarks on signing the 


bill Governor Morton merely says: "It 
has been suggested that some features of 
the bill should be amended, especially in 
the administrative provisions. 
Exper- 


ience will probably suggest other needed 
amendments." 


The governor's signing the bill has 


brought to an end the longest and most 
hotly contested legislative struggle of, 
years in New York state. Mr. Platt has 
been the power back of the law. Both 
parties are divided on the issue as is the 
press of both parties. 


The new law brings the control of all 


the liquor business directly under state 
management with all the excise officers 
state officers or responsible to the state. 
It will decrease the saloons almost half in 
number and Increase the revenue from 
liquors.

Desertion 
Chancellor McGill holds, -is justified only 
when shown by clear and satisfactory 
proof that the deserting party has been 
offended against as to authorize in the in- 
stance a decree of divorce or judicial sep- 
aration.

In event of refusal, the presi- 
dent is authorized to take possession of 
Cuba, using military and iiavul forces, and 
hold it until the people of Cuba can es- 
tablish a government. 


Mr. Mills said he would speak oil his 


resolutions tomorrow. 


A resolution introduced by Senator 


Lodge was adopted empowering the civil 
service commission to investigate the 
administration of the civil service law at 
the government printing offices. 


The house committee on elections today 


reported favorably on the Corliss bill pro- 
viding for the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people.. 
Last week the senate took like action, and 
this fact makes the house committee's 
action today of special importance. 


Delegate Murphy of Arizona secured 


consent to the consideration of the senate 
bill authorizing the leasing of lauds for 
educational purposes in Arizona. This 
modification of the bill was voted and 
passed over the veto by the house. The 
senate modified it to suit the objections of 
the executive. The bill passed the house.

The cases in which Wallace Kearn and 


Fred Lanoue are accused of violating the 
liquor laws came up in court this morn- 
ing and a little sensation was created. 
The commonwealth was represented by 
M. E. Couch, and S. P. Thnyer anil U. J. 
Parkhurst appeared for the 
defence. 


When the cases came up there was con- 
siderable of the whispering among coun- 
sel that often takes the place of trial, but 
in a short time the lawyers resumed their 
places and Mr. Thayer called for a contin- 
uance of the cases on the ground that the 
defence was not ready. Mr. Couch strongly 
objected to a continuance, stating that the 
commonwealth was ready to go on with 
tbc case and that he would insist that the 
case be tried. Mr. Thayer \vas upon his 
feet as soon as Mr. Couch had finished and 
pleaded for a continuance, pointing out 
tho importc-nce of the case and the mean- 
ing of the result to the accused. Mr. 
Couch still insisted on an immediate trial 
and stated that the commonwealth, had 
leasons to iisk for a!i immediate trial. He 
said one of the commonwealth's witnesses 
had been approached and naked to leave 
town by some one, he did not know whom. 


Mr. Parkhurst tried his powers upon 


the court and argued that while the peo- 
ple wanted the law enforced, they did 
not want hasty action and undue advan- 
tage taken of the defendant. 
He baid 


that neither he nor Mr. Kearn knew any- 
thing of the incident regarding the wit- 
ness that Mr. Conch liftd referred to. 
Mr. Parkhurst spoke of the standing of 
the defendent in the community and alto- 
gether made a strong argument for his 
side. 


Mr. Couch met him on all points in his 


reply and pointed out that Mr. Parkhurst 
had no right to speak for the people; 
that he was for tlie defence. Mr. Couch 
stated that he had nothing personal in 
the matter, but he was goinjr to hive the 
case fairly tried. Special Justice Wood- 
head, who 
was on 
the bench, said, 


after the lengthy wrangle, that the court 
was of the opinion that the case had been 
continued sufficiently to allow the defence 
ample opportunity, but if a continuance 
to the afternoon would be of service he 
would be willing to grant that. 


Mr. Thayer for the defence stated that 


in all his practice he had never been com- 
pelled to come to trial before he was ready 
until this time, but if the court would not 
rule otherwise the defence would come to 
trial in the afternoon, and be asked that 
the cape be continued until 3 o'clock. The 
court consented to that. 


Mr. Couch has been retained by Mayor 


Houghton as special counsel for prosecut- 
ing the liquor cases and he says he will do 
his duty without feir or favor or personal 
feeling. 
Both Plead Guilty. 


At this afternoon's hearing Mr. Ki'r.rn 


pleaded guilty to the charge of violating a 
provision of his licanse aud was fiaeil * jO. 
Mr Lanoue pleided guilty t» the charge 
of illegal sellin; of liquor and was also 
fined ?5U.

Xo su ijeet is of more vital importance 


to socit ,y today than the character of the 
cooks u reads. Yet it, seems to us that 
the fut: er= and mothers and teachers and 
librariims are hardly aware of the nature 
of tbe bcoks that are passing current 
prao'i!' readers, old and young today. 
Kothnu less than flltli and moral disease 
are eini iodied in books that are now found 
every\\ uere and are everywhere read. 


A ci.ticlsm recently appearing in a 


high-t'<ned Boston paper contains some of 
the fi.;'.o»iiig ideas which are worthy 
very s ••neral consideration, it says in 
part: Despite its improvement in ex- 
pression. the modern novel is inferior in 
art, in .vliolesomeiicss of tone and in mor- 
ality t i > the old classic novel. We no 
longei -.peak frankly, but we do worse^- 
we siuak by innucndos; we veil our 
coarsmess in attractive attire, whereas 
the oli! masters flung it naked to their 
readei -. in all its foul ugliness. It were 
better had they altogether avoided the 
subjei : , but at least their method was su- 
perior to our attempts at half-conceal- 
ment. And it cannot be denied that the 
art of Richardson is a finer, nobler and 
more i salting art than that of Mr. Hardy ; 
yet luchardson is treated to an expur- 
gated i-dition. and Hardy unaltered may 
be puiL-haseu by school girls. Fielding is 
"jiddt n in some dusty corner of the libra- 
ry, wiiile Zola is openly displayed on shop 
count < rs and at street corners.

and the intention seems to have been 
to dispel nil traces of the recent Ger- 
man irritation toward England, to 
OffeiiJ tho Dongola expedition as an 
inevitable and 
indispensable movc- 


nitmt, and to predict the ultimate 
recognition by Europo of the value of 
the operations of the expedition in 
controlling the destructive power of 
the DerviO.ios. Other inspired jour- 
nals are now taking tho same view. 
The National Zeitung denies the con-

create international trouble because 
of the fa<'t, that Kgyptain troops are 
seeking- t» rouccupy Egyptian terri- 
tory. 


Ot'i'iiian Press Views. 


As late as 1894, during the dispute 


overtlie I'ongo agreement, the Zeitung 
says, the French government main- 
tained th it the Soudan provinces were 
legally Egyptian turrritory, although 
they were in the hands of barbarians. 
Tlie Tag-eblatt holds that the evacua- 
tion of I'.frypt by the British is Eng- 
land's on n affair, and the Kreuz Zei- 
tungf says that France cannot oppose a 
punitive expedition against Soudanese 
malefactors. The Cologne Gazette, in 
an article obviously inspired by the 
foreign office, contends that the Don- 
gola expedition is absolutely impera- 
tive. "The union of the Dervish forces, 
which are now divided by the Egyptian 
advance,'' it says, "might have tho 
effect to drive the Italians out of Kas- 
sala and 
so strengthen 
Abyssinia 


against Italy and ultimately enable 
France and llussia, who are now lurk- 
ing in the background, to determine 
the fate of Khartoum and the whole 
region of the Upper Nile." 


F-nnce Unpleasantly Surprised* 


The key to ail this sudden display of 


good will toward England is unques- 
tionably German sy mpathy with Italy. 
If .the battle of Adowa, fought on 
March 1, in which the Italians were 
disastrously defeated,had not occurred, 
Germany would not have countenanced 
the expedition up the valley of the 
Nile, and probably would have sided 
with France and Russia to prevent it. 
A curious incident connected with the 
situation has arisen from the over- 
tures which were made by France, 
with the object of ascertaining Ger- 
many's intentions in regard to tho 
expedition. The communications from 
the French foreign office, which passed 
through the hands of M. Herbette, 
French ambassador to Germany, were 
couched in language which indicated 
expectation that Germany would join 
the French protest against England's 
action. It consequently must 
have 


been a very unpleasant surprise to M. 
Berthelot, the French foreign minister, 
to learn that tho assent of Germany 
had already been sent to London and 
to Cairo, and the fact certainly must 
have caused the French government to 
surmise that the emperor knew more, 
a:id at an earlier date, of the designs 
of Grei.t Britain tliau could have been 
obtaiiu-d through the ordinary diplo- 
matic channels. 


11. Ileruette'H Recall Asked For. 


It i» now conceded on all sides that 


M. llerbette mu»t be recalled by his 
government, and very speedily, too. 
Tli« position described in these, dis- 
patches oil February Hi has become in- 
tolerable. M. llerbette has made him- 
self so obnoxious to the emperor that 
his mnjesty is reported to havo on 
more vlnirx one occasion absented him- 
self from Berlin in order to avoid the 
dutv of receiving liim. 
M. Ilerbette's 


rank ns dean of the diplomatic corps 
would naturally bring him oftaner in- 
to per-.onal contact t.-ith the emporor 
than if some other diplomat held tha 
rank and there is reasou to believe that 
a personal meeting with the emperor 
is as distasteful to tho French ambas- 
sador as it is offensive to the emperor. 
Xne Jand between them is of long 
stand ug. Besides this d itiiculty M. 
Kerb* tts lias made himself disagreea- 
ble to tnauy of the German o.Ucials 
with whom he has come in contact l>e- 
eauso of his exceedingly brusque and 
altogether bad manners, and to Prince 
llohculohe, tho imperial chancellor, he 
has become almost intolerable. The 
const? }uence has been that Prince IIo- 
herilolio has formally r.&kud M. licrtlio- 
lot to appoint M. Ilcrtiette's successor, 
and the German ambassador to Paris 
has advised the chancellor that the 
difficulty experienced by M. Berthelot 
in sending to Berlin an ambassador 
who would ba persona grata to tho 
Berlin court is likely to be overcome 
by the acceptance of the position by M. 
Decrais, formerly French ambassador 
to London.

NO PROGRAMME FOR TEE 
HOUSE 


Naval Appropriation Ulll Not Libel? T» 


Be Reported Before the Latter Pars 


of t!i» Week—Other Affairs 


tn Both Branches. 


Washington, March 83.—The failure 


of the senate thus far to act upon the 
Questions involved in the Dupont case 
ami on the conference report on the 
Cuban resolutions retains them in line 
as unfinished business for this week. 
The senate's attitude towards the 
Cuban resolutions has been materially 
affected by the joint resolution offered 
at the close of Friday night's session 
by Mr. Morgan. It is understood that 
that ho will press his resolution to 
vote if for no other purpose than to 
put the'senate on record. 
Tho legisla- 


tive and judicial appropriation bill, 
which is in charge of Mr. Cullom, will 
be called up at the first opportunity. 
The provision changing the compenba- 
tion of United States marshals and 
district attorneys from fees to salaries, 
will, 
doubtless, cause debate, but 


otherwise there is little in tho bill that 
should precipitate discussion. 
The 


bill to aporovo the compromise made 
between the United States and the 
state of Arkansas holds its place as 
tho unfinished business, but Mr. Berry 
has not pressed it. 


House of Representatives. 
~ 


Beyond to-day, which, under the 


rules, is to be devoted to tho considera- 
tion of business reported by the com- 
mittee on affairs of the District of Col- 
umbia, there is no programme ar- 
ranged for the house of representa- 
tives this week. Chairman Babcock 
says he will not have enough business 
to engage the attention of the house 
for an entire session, unless some 
wholly unexpected opposition to some 
one of the measures on the calendar 
from his committee should develop. 
The naval appropriation bill, owing to 
difficulties in the commTtteee having 
it in charge, mainly over the appro- 
priation for battleships and for dry- 
docks, has not been fully completed, 
nnd it is not expected to be reported 
before the latter end of the week. That 
had been depended on by the man- 
agers to occupy most of the time be- 
ginning to-morrow, and they have 
nothing of large importance to take its 
place. 
Two minor pension bills of a 


general nature are on the calendar, 
and an opportunity will doubtless be 
afforded to press them to passage. 
The committee on ways and means has 
before it for discussion and action at 
its meeting to-morrow the filled cheese 
bill, .-..ported from tho sub-committee 
last week. Those particularly inter- 
ested in its progress believe that the 
full committee can agree upon a report 
then; should that be done, the bill will 
doubtless be taken up a day or two 
later. It will be vigorously fought in 
the house, and long debate is certain to 
ensue whenever it does come up. 


EMPIRE STATE LEGISLATURE. 
Greater New York Bill Will, It Ii Ex- 


pected, Fuss This Weok. 


Albany, March 23.—Some important 


legislation will receive attention at 
the hands of the legislature this week, 
even though but half of the usual ses- i 
soins are to be held on account of the 
meeting of the republican state con- 
vention to-morrow. Nearly all of the 
members went to New York city on 
Friday and will return Wednesday in ' 
time to attend the session in each 
house which convenes Wednesday af- 
ternoon. The feature of the week will 
be the Lexow Greater New York bill 
in the assembly, whero it is a special 
order on final passage on Thursday, j 
and the cities committee's substitute i 
for the Page and tho Pavey New York 
school bills in the senate.

Tower—Strict Censorship* 


Now York, March 23.—The revolu- 


tion in Nicaragua, according to intelli- 
gence received through privats chan- 
nels, is more serions*than the dispatches 
from that country would indicate. The 
strict press censorship established by 
President Zelaya renders it impossible 
for news of any character except what 
is favorable to the government, from 
being made public. 
Two facts, how- 


ever, in the opinion of those thorough- 
ly familiar with existing'conditions, 
seem to be well establiuhed. First, 
that Zelaya is not suppressing the re- 
bellion, and second, that tho Ilondur- 
ian troops which arrived in Nicaragua 
on Friday last, as the supposed allies 
of Zelaya, are quite as likely to aid the 
rebels as to act in concert with the 
government troops. The first of these 
facts is based upon the almost certain 
knowledge that the revolutionists have 
not lost ground; that they are confi- 
dent of success since, in every engage- 
ment, they have been the aggressors; 
that they have the moral and material 
support of the great majority of the 
liberal party, which placed Zelaya in 
power, and that the government forces 
have maintained from the beginning a 
purely defensive attitude. 


Homlurlans May Aid Rebels* 


The Hondurian troops are now in 


Nicaragua and at a point midway be- 
tween Leon and Corinto, in tha terri- 
tory occupied by the rebels. Their 
present attitude U one of strict neu- 
trality but it ia regarded aa not im- 
probable that their aid may in the end 
be given to Baca, the provisional presi- 
dent of the insurgent government. 
Color is given to this belief by the in- 
timate relations that have long existed 
between Gen. Orteiz, the commander of 
the insurgents, and President Bon ill a 
of Honduras who, in point of fact, owes 
his present elevation to the services 
rendered in his behalf several years ago 
by Orteiz. If Honduras espouses Uaca's 
cause, the latter will, it is believed, be- 
come victorious, since his troops are 
armed with modern guns and animated 
by sentiments of the loftiest patriotism, 
inasmuch as they are fighting for con- 
stitutional liberty and to prevent the 
alleged dictatorship of Zelaya. With- 
out the aid of Honduras the result is 
likely to be in doubt for several months 
at least. Another element of uncer- 
tainty is the influence which the Salva- 
dorean peace commission may exert 
upon the contending factions. That 
their efforts will result in failure, is be- 
lieved to be probable. 
Baca and those 


associated with him are determined 
upon the overthrow of Zelaya, while 
Zelaya, on the other hand, is equally 
determined upon the suppression of 
the rebellion, neither side being will- 
ing to concede any advantage to the 
other. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXTENDED. 


Clerical and Educational Positions at In- 
dian Schools Xon> Under Its Operations. 
Washington, March 23.—The presi- 


dent has issued an order directing the 
secretary of the interior to amend the 
classification of the interior depart- 
ment so as to include among the posi- 
tions classified thereunder and subject 
to competitive examination all cleri- 
cal and all educational positions at In- 
dian agencies and Indian schools. The 
order also provides that Indians shall 
be eligible for appointment to any of 
these positions on such test of fitness 
as may be required by the secretary of 
the interior and without examination 
or certification by the civil service com- 
mission, but they shall not be trans- 
ferred from said position to the de- 
partmental service. 


THE CENSUS OFFICE FIRE. 


Host Serious Loss Will Be to the Records 


Contained iu tbe Building. 


Washington, March 23.—The flre 


yesterday morning in the building oc- 
cupied by the census office was more 
serious than at first supposed. The in- 
side of tho building was badly dam- 
aged, involving a loss of about 520,000, 
fully insured. Probably the most seri- 
ous loss will be to the records of the 
ceosus office contained in the building, 
some of which were destroyed and all 
moro or less injured by tmoko and 
water.
